Now Mr. Moore, n Democratic, Hepreuen- 
tative from Tennessee, has introduced in 
the House the following bill to -'reform

"Whereas, tho government of the United 


States is a government necessarily of 
parties; and, whereas, the interests of 
the, succes fill party demand the distri- 
Dution of tho public offices among those 
who indorse tho principle of said party: 
and, whereas, under the existing peculiar- 
ities of our human nature, ns well ns the. 
genius of our institutions, no party cnn 
prosper under a system which recogniy.es 
the right of one set of claimants to hold 
office continuously; therefore, bo it en- 
acted that nil appointees by the President 
of tho United States shall bo made for a 
period of four years; provided, thai in 
case of capable,' efficient and faithful ser- 
vice to the government and fidelity to the 
party in power, they may bo subject to 
further ro-appointmont for four years; 
but it is expressly provided that in no 
cnse shall their maximum term of service 
extend for a longer period of time than 
eight years. 


This is a movement to crystallii-.e into a 


law tho debasing practice of Andrew Jack- 
eon, which was tho source of inns! of the 
evils of our official system.

Miss Clara Morris tho "greatest actress 
ho has ever seen anywhere," comes natu- 
rally to the subject of American fomnlo 
beauty- n subject upon which, it would 
seem, tho prototype of Mr. litiuthorno 
would be competent to judge, but upon 
which it is plain he is not. 
Asked whore 


ho found the most bountiful women, Mr. 
Wilde responds: —

things naturally come to London, and 
thus the finest examples of beautiful 
women niiiv he found in London. 
Here 


in America I find a vast amount of pretty 
women, null the greatest number 1 have 
over seen together in my lifo thus far I 
have seen iii Baltimore: it was at tho 
Wednesday elub. where I was entertained 
last week." 


Inasmuch as Mr. Wildo intends to live 


in London there may ho in this recognition 
of the superior beauty of London women 
not only the gratitude which is a remem- 
brance of tin smiles of the past, but that 
which is a lively sense of favors to come. 
But Mr. Wilde should have kept such a 
declaration until he is on tho eve of his 
departure: he is sure to meet with a 
fusillade of frowns in Boston, for when 
ho made the remark he hud already been 
twenty-four hours in thai city!
